Tho sen- 
timent of this community was at that time 
bitterly averse to any word or effort against 
slavery, and Mr. Garrett had but half a 
dozen friends who stood by him. Nearly 
all others looked on him .with suspicion, or 
poeitive aversion, and his house was con- 
stantly under the surveillance of the po- 
lice, who tben, sad to say, were always on 
tbe watch for any fugitive from bondage. 
Thomas was not disheartened or dismayed 
by this .lack of popular sympathy or ap- 
proval.

Mau'y and interesting stories are told of

afterwards drawn ott and re-washed until 
every tiaco ot ac-id di-a^pears, which pre- 
caution is absolutely necessary, otherwise 
decomposition and explosion ia almost cer- 
tain to follow.

TKEOBtES OP FREMATCRE EXPLOSIONS. 


A variety oi theories have been advanc- 


ed to explain away the terrible premature 
and apparently spontaneous explosions of 
this substance, but all of them have so far 
failed to be dofiEite or satisfactory, or to 
inspire oonQdencs in its »afety. It has 
been claimed that an instantaneous dccom- 
poiition will sometimes, but not necessa- 
rily always, take placa in it thunder storm, 
during the electrified condition of the 
oxygen in the atmosphere, and by many 
other causes just as theoretical and unde- 
termined.

Tns FULiUNATES. 


Theio are a groat variety of fulminatei. 


Tlity have chiefly boon used for firing gun- 
powdor by friction, percussion, oto. Many 
of them have tho property of liberating 
their gnscs with much greater Telocity, 
and, consequently, greater force, than or- 
dinary gunpowder. Some aro more oostly 
and others less expeusive to manufacture 
thau gunpowder.

DIRECTION OF FORCE IS EXPLOSIONS. •• 
Another notion has also gained consid- 


erable currency, which is that nitro-gly- 
terfho exerts tho greatest force in the di- 
rection of the greatest resistance. This is 
extremely falhcious and contrary to all 
the known laws of force,but if it wore true, 
it itf one of the most potent reasons against 
the use of this article in wells, because in 
that ciwe, the greatest forc.o would bo ex- 
pended downward;*, instead of laterally ad 
desired. All explosives when instantan- 
eously decomposed oxtrt an cquai forco in 
all directions. It is well knoVn that a 
canister of nitro-glyccriue if simply laid 
againut a wall of a given thioltnes5, will 
when exploded, make a breach through 
?8.id wail, while ten or thirteen times the 
amount of ordinary gunpowder will not, 
and tbc.'c, logether with several other sim- 
ilar illustrations "are brought forward to 
show that the force is exerted in the di- 
rection of tho greatest resistemo. Such a. 
conclusion can only become fixed in the 
miads of the most ignorant. The above 
is simply an illustration of tho imperative 
necessity for velocity in nomo peculiar 
cates, and does not prove the superiority 
of nitro-glyccrino in any other respect. 


INCREASED .POWER OF GONroWDER. 
We now come to tho all important con- 


sideration as to whether tho eame velocity 
of decomposition, and consequently the 
same power and results can be obtained 
irDm guupondor ? the answer ia yes, but 
r.t considerably increased expense. The 
manner iu which this c^n be i-ftoctcd is 
well known to modern scientific engineerp, 
although, it is only the most recent authors 
which n>akc much mention of the aub- 
ject.

Tlie'.e powdurs being very finely divi- 


ded, and in fact impalpable, will of course 
when manipulated rise in fine dust, and 
collect about tl-e premises where they aro 
used, and conpenuciitly, there is no surety 
that by the slig'itei-t friction from any 
cause in any part of the house, an explos- 
ion will not ba tho result. Their valuo 
for torpedo purposes ie very questionable 
and thoir danger should exclude them 
from transportation in large or email 
quantities, either through our city, or on 
any of our railroads.

It was made up 
of baggage cart for tool* "arid -food, eating, 
sleeping and .cooking can, all plain but 
comfortable, and "thus a hundred'men' or 
more are fed and housed on wheels, their 
tenement rooting on as track-laying pro- 
gresses, and going back for supplies whra 
needed. A lumber. camp was _ near by, 
giving a glimpse ol the rode yet-cheery 
life in the work of thousand* of sturdy 
men through the winter. Ten mills are 
already started, and by the end of the 
year more than twenty will be at work, 
cutting out orer half a million f»et of pine 
lumber daily, to be freighted OTOT the road, 
besides laths and shingles in proportion, 
It^s estimated that there are two thousand 
million feet of lumber in nine townships 
through which the road passes.. .Farming, 
toon follow* lumbering Mid get*, good 
market from it, as is shown by the fact 
that the five hundred farms in Saginaw 
county in 1864 have grown to one thous- 
and three hundred, while the population 
of Saginaw, Bay, Midland and Isabella 
counties, on or near, this road, has increas- 
ed from 33,000 in 1864 to 70,000 in 1879..

older part of the State southward, and
